generally not as blistering as 
other parts of the country. yes, 
we have our heat and humidity, 
but remarkably the mercury 
has topped 100 degrees on just 
one occasion in our part of the 
state. "Triple digit trouble" is 
much more common in places 
like South Dakota, Minnesota 
and Michigan. 

So, we go to the beach, jump 
into the swimming pool, hand 
out at the mall and watch a lot 
of movies. We can handle the 
infamous Florida heat. 

At least, most of the time. 

The first half of June. has 
been a real test. June of 1998 
has not just been hot, ite been 
a scorcher. - 

Through the first half of tlie 
month, our area has either set

or tied six record high tempera- 
tures. Afternoon readings have 
hovered in the middle 90's 
nearly every day, despite the 
best efforts of the sea breeze to 
cool things down. 

Thank goodness for air condi- 
tioning, although, considering 
how hard your machine is 
working, you might want to 
blow it kisses from time to 
time. A big hug might help, too. 

So, what's the reason for the 
record-breaking heat? No, it's 
not that. This time El Nino has 
absolutely nothing to do with 
our weather. 

The explanation is very sim- 
ple - it's an ordinary ridge of 
high pressure. Except this 
high-pressure system has been 
sitting over the northern Gulf 
of Mexico for the past two 
weeks. ` 

The high causes the air to de- 
scend through deep layers of 
the atmosphere, preventing 
cloud formation and producing 
clear skies and abundant sun- 
shine. That sinking àir creates 
additional „warming when it 
compresses as it nears the súr- 
face.

chiatric medications, minimized mental health 
problems such as attention deficit disorders as 
“nothing more than not being able to sit still in 
a classroom” and basically implied that we 
would all be better off without psychiatry. The 
most recent of these articles appeared in the 
Thursday, June 11 edition and was written by 
Dr. Mark Barber, a dentist with a Bachelor's 
degree in Biology. 

All professions have:a range of quality in 
their practitioner ranks. Some excellent, many 
good and some dangerous. This applies to Psy- 
chiatry.as well as the other medical doctors 
(yes, psychiatrists/are»medical doctors) such as * 
General Practitioners '(G.P.), Family Practition- 
ers, etc. Dentist Barber has lumped together 
variety of issues, some of which are clearly con- 
tradictory, to make the point that we would be 
better off without psychiatry. For example, his 
reference to NAMI (National Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill) and the APA (American Psychi- 
atric Association) as organizations that stigma- 
tize by labeling kids, while, at the same time, 
fighting the issue of stigmatization of mental 
illness, actually makes the NAMI point. If soci- 
ety didn't believe that psychiatric problems, or 
disorders were stigmatizing, then having tho? 
problem or disorder wouldn't be any different 
than having diabetes, Alzheimer's s Disease, 
Parkinson's Disease, etc. 

It is the fact that society miadan and 
inisinterprets the nature of psychiatric disor- 
ders that creates the situation where a teacher 
might treat a child with attention deficit disor- 
der (ADD) as if they were “bad.” A teacher sees 
the child's behavior and knows the behavior i5) 
a- problem, at least for the teacher and other 
students. The teacher's observation is made 
regardless of whether the behavior has been 
labeled ADD. With proper education of the ` 
teacher and psychiatric evaluation and diagno- 
sis performed by a properly licensed mental 
health professional, the problem can change 
from one of perceiving the child as “Bad”, to one 
of-a kid who needs assistance, However, if soci- 
ety believes that psychiatric disorders don't 
really exist or are indicators of some character 
flaw, then the teacher's perception that a kid is 
*bad" may be all that he/she can see. Dr. Barber 
inadvertently makes the NAMI point about 
stigmatization when he states: “Thankfully, 
without parity, there'is less of-an incentive fos" 
children to be labeled by psychiatrists”; as if 
the problem is the label not the stigma of the 
label.

I refer to such people 
as Betty Ford, Liz Taylor, Suzanne Sommers 
and ahost of others. Many more people now 
feel free to seek help because openness has 
reduced the stigma associated with the label, 
not because the label has been removed. 

The “Pygmalion effect" has long been known 
in the education profession. Research has 
shown that a teacher will expect a level perfor- 
mance from children based on what the teacher 
has been told in advance about the child's abili- 
ty and the child will perform to that level even 
if the teacher was misinformed as to the child's 
true ability. And the pygmalion effect works in 
both directions. Highly capable kids will do 
poorly if the teacher believes they are incapable 
and kids with low capabilities will do better if 
the teacher believes they are highly capable. 
Based on this research, teachers who receive 
training in "good" teacher training programs 
know that to obtain the best results with stu- 
dents, he/she must expect the best performance 
from each student, regardless of "ability," all 
the time. 

Dr. Barber makes this point in referring to 
the Council of the Society for Psychological 
Study of Social Issues which "pointed out that 
children who are identified and labeled as prob- 
able future delinquents are likely to be treated 
and isolated as *bad" children by teachers and 
others." Apparently however, Dr. Barber would 
either do nothing for these "falsely" labeled

No one at the South Florida 
Water Management District is 
predicting'a drought at this 
time, but water. managers are 
paying close attention to yes- 
terday's three-month forecast 
from the Climatic Prediction 
Center in Washington, D.C. 


That forecast calls for above- 


average temperatures for July, 
August and September, but it 
is less certain on the rainfall 
patterns for those months. 
District-wide rainfall for:the 
last 30 days totals 3.02 inches, 
or 45 percent of normal for 
that period. 

Although the District does 
not anticipate issuing water 
restrictions, it expects that as 
the heat goes up, so will water 
use. Therefore, this is a good

time to remind residents of the 
year-round water conservation 
measures móst of the counties 
and municipálities in the 
District's 16-county area have 
adopted. Basically, these mea- 
sures limit lawn irrigation to 
morning and evening hours 
when it's not as hot, require 
new developments to use 
Xeriscape principles in land- 
scaping, and the installation of 
low-volume plümbing fixtures.

With the dry spell and heat 
expected to continue, those 
people who live around small 
lakes and ponds, or along a 
canal, can expect to see the 
spread of exotic aquatic vege- 
tation and possibly fish kills. 
"We're finding the lowest dis- 
solved oxygen levels in some 
area waters that we've ever 
seen," says Dan Thayer, who 
heads the District's aquatic 
plant control program. 

The recent high water levels 
that had submerged plants 
and restricted their growth are 
now concentrating nutrients in 
the water and promoting their 
growth. "Because of the 
stressed conditions, it's not 
possible at this time to use 
either herbicide applications or 
mechanical methods to rid all

the waterways of spréading $ 


water hyacinth, water lettuce, 
hydrilla and algae," says 
Thayer: ` 

As for the fish kills, Thayer 
says ifa few cloudy, rainy days 
occur, we.will also experience 
fish die offs because of the lack 
of oxygen in small water bod- 
ies such as retention ponds, 
canals, and lakes. Such kills 
are not expected in the larger, 
natural lakes, such as Lake 
Okeechobee, where surface 
winds and native plants help 
to maintain, proper oxygen lev- 
els in water. 

Becausé of the uncertainty 
of future weather patterns, e.g. 
tropical.storms and hurri- 
canes, the District remains 
vigilant for the potential of 
heavy sain returning or that 
this dry spell may turn into a 
drought.
